ONATZKY disapproved of BANDERA'S action 
and' continued to support MELKYK. When the Germans arrested 
BANDERA and Iv.ELNYK and later persecuted thorn and other nationalist 

'leaders, ONATZKY, with the assistance of his associate, Professor 
Omelian NIZHANKIWSIvY , became head of all Ukranian nationalist or- 
ganizations throughout the world. NIZHANKIWSKY was also a member 
of OUN's Prowod and head of the Ukranian "Golden Cross," an or- 
ganization for aid to imprisoned Ukranian nationalists.

In the meantime, ONATZKY organized a branch of the 
OUN in Stockholm known as the Ukranian Bureau of Information, 
headed by Bohdan KETRZYNSKI , a. Pole born in 1919 in Rowne, 

Poland, and married to a Finn. KETRZYNSKI has a Nansen passport.
